31. (Currently amended) A method for prevention of graft rejection in a non- 
lung transplant recipient comprising administering to the non-lung transplant recipient, within 10 
days following transplantation or prior to the development of symptoms associated with 
transplant rejection, an aerosolized composition comprising :
